Advisory Beard Resigns. 

Recina, Oct. 29.—The Advisory Board 
of the Northwest Assembly resigned this 
morning. Mr. Haultain, in announcing 
it to the House this afternoon said, on 
the whole the business had been carried 
on in accordance with the position taken 
up last year. They resigned because 
they were unable to take the responsibil- 
ity for several executive acts. Having 
been elected by the Assembly, they felt 
their responsibility to it. There had 
been a tendency on the part of the mem- 
bers to criticize them rather than the 
system and to draw an unfair comparisen 
between that and the ideal system they 
wished for. It has transpired that the 
Advisory Board would meet and take 
action in certain matters and when such 
action did not fully accord with the view 
of Mr. Royal he ignored the Board and 
did as he pleased. 

Dual Language. 

A discussion of the dua) language 
question occupied the whole of this after- 
noon, which was decidedly the most inte- 
resting sitting of the session. 

Petition. 

Mr. Cayley reported from committee 
the following petition, addressed to His 
Excellency the Gevernor-General, the 
Senate and the House of Commons:— 
‘* The petition of the Legislative Assem- 
bly of the Northwest Territories, in ses- 
sion assembled, humbly prays, Whereas, 
by section 110 of the Northwest Territo- 
ries Act, it is insisted that either the 
English or the French language may be 
used by any person in the debates of the 
Legislative Assembly of the Territories, 
and in the proceedings before the ceurts, 
and both these languages shall be used 
in the records and journals of the As. 
sembly, and all Ordinances made under 
this Act shall be printed in both these 
languages. 

And whereas this Asiembly is of the 
opiuion that the sentiments of the people 
of the Northwest Territories is against 
the continuance of the section recited, on 
the ground that the needs of the Territo- 
ries de not demand the official recogni- 
tion of a dual language iu the Northwest 
or the expenditure necessitated by the 
same. 

And whereas this Assembly is also of 
the opinion that a sound public policy 
demands the discontinuance of two 
official languages in the Northwest. 


Therefore, your petitioners humbly 
pray that said section 110 of the said Act 
be repealed at the next session ef Parlia- 
ment.” 


In committee, Mr. Cayley in the chair, 
a lively diseussion tcok took place on the 
petition. 

The committee rose and reported the 
memorial. 

Judge Rouleau moved that it be read 
six months hence.
